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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that in claim 1 , that the 
reference Forrest does not discloses " a photo-conductive organic semiconductor that causes a photo-current multiplication phenomenom 
by light irradiation". The Examiner respectfully disagrees because Forrest shows in fig.1 ,2, a device having a photodetector (Para 0036), 
(Para 0045) form of organic material that absobe light emitted by the OLED (Para 0029); both devices are formed of organic materail and 
both have a organic photodetector; moreover the photo-conductive organic semiconductor is a polymer having a conjugation In th amain 
chain (Para 0036); the structure of the device is substantially identical to that of the claimed structure and the device of Forrest can be 
configured to cause a photo-current multiplication phenomenom by light irradiation since both device have a similar structure; therefore It is 
inherent that the device of Forrest can have a similar function than the device of the present invention. 
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
